ontpat 23 per cent. of the amount prodaced in the corresponding 
period of 1921 or 1920.

‘Assent to renewal of the scheme will cease to be binding unless 
assentors are notified prior to December 31 that members of the 
Association controlling not less than 70 per cent. of the producing 
area represented by members of the Association have similarly 
agreed. - : ; 


“SOCONY’S” CONCESSION IN PERSIA. 


Amieable Negotiations with Anglo-Persian Co. 


London, November 30. 

t appears that most of the concessions in the northern provinces 
of Persia now granted to the S:andard Oil Company. as stated ina 
previous cable. were formerly held by the Anglo-Persian Compacy, 
hut its rights were repudiated by the now Persian Government. 
The two companies are now investigating the position and carrying 
on negotiations in the friendliest spirit. A ressonable compromise 
is expected.

The first cocdition, 
therefore, of a permanent settle- 
ment of the Chinese Question is 
the withdrawal of recognition 
from the administration of Hsu 
Shih-chang which is at once 
illegal in origin and impotent and 
disintegrating in operation.

New York, Nov. 30.

Unusual significance is attached to the meeting af the com- 
mittee af naval experts which was to have been held to-day, aa it is 
known that the experts have practically, concluded their examina: 
tion of the facts and figures underlying Mr. Hoghes" proposals. 
The postponement therefore has caused astonishment, especially as 
it is indicated that it is due to Bar:n Kato's statement yesterday, 
that Japan ia still hopeful of securing a 70% battleship ratio, ab 
thongh Count Tokugawa declares that Baron Kato’s statement is 
quite unofficial. The’ Japanese delegation has not yet arrived at 
2 decision, and moreover Baren Kato is only a technical adviser, 
not a delegate. mo 

While there is no intention of complicating the armaments and 
Far Eastern questions by immediate discussion, Reuter learns that 
President Harding intends to make serious efforts to Teach an 
2greement regarding future conferences. It is learned that if the 
Powers adopt the idea, the next conference will dea) wholly -with 
world finance. Nothing is more significant than the desire of the 
Powers to please America, European feuds burn fiercely for a few 
days, and are then extinguished when it-is seen that America dis 
approves. It is mw agreed that the French are most conciliatory; 
therefore if President Harding chouses, France is likely to waive her 
objection to meeting the Germans. Chinese questions have hitherto 
been discussed with unexpected smoothness. All the Powers are 
eager to uphold the principles whereon the Conference was con- 
vened. ‘The dufculties are anticipated in the execution. 


FINANCIAL SANITY. 
Loadon, Nav. Su. 

Mr. Winston Churchill, speaking ata meeting of overseas 
bankers, said the Washington Conference contained brilliant hopes 
for an imprevement in the world’s affairs. Foreign politica were re- 
ng into a triple understanding Letween the United States, Great 
and Japan to secure the peaceful development cf the Pacific. 
her triple arrangement was necesaary, na aly a fnendly under 
standing between Britain, France and Germany for the rehabilita- 
tion of Eurepe. Nothing less was adequate to meet the perils of the 
economic situation. Statesmen of all countries were advancing in 
financial sanity and the nonsensical froth about extracting twen:y

ULSTER’S ANSWER, 


In view of the latest message which came to hand 
yesterday regarding the threatened Irish deadlock and 
Which stated that the Premier and the Sinn Fein repre- 
sentatives are pow vonsidering a totally new set of proposals 
it might be a little inopportune to discuss the Irish pro- 
blem in its general aspect. One can very safely leave such 
B matter to these who are conducting the direct negotiations 
in London. But. notwithstanding the critjcal stage of the 
proceedings we think we shall be voicing the general public 
opinion of this Colony when we state that the latest utter- 
ance by Sir James Craig is not of the kind best calculated 
to make for a peaceful settlement. It seems too much like 

- repeating the antics of Sir Edward Carson and "* Galloper 
Smith ” ‘in early 10t4 10 stand up and defy the Imperial 
Parliament. Sir -lames bas characterised the Government's 
proposals for an All-lreland. Parliament as. utterly im- 
possible: he has said that Ulster refuses to be intimidated 
or coerced no matter what action might be taken; and the 
Ulster Parliament has authorised the enrolment of nearly 
6,000 special constables. Those are serious facts that 
might well hamper the work of those striving to find a 
settlement. ; 
Tt has often been said by those who favour Ireland’s 
cause that the Hritish Goverpment has been continuously 
at fault. The popular cry in the United States and 
elsewhere has heen agzinst those in authority at West- 
minster, but in. reality how much of Ireland's later; 
day “sorrow is due to [rishmen theipselves! A zealous 
and patriotic Irishman with whom we were speaking 
quite recently blamed the British Governinent ‘not so 
much for its ‘treatment of those who are demanding a, 
Republic but for its weakness in listening to the Orange- 
men of Ulster. He put all the’ blame there, saying it was 
Ulster which was preventing a united Ireland and which 
was thwarting the'truly national desire of Irishmen. And

swear that the South is heading towards complete

Marshal Foch’s Hosts. 


Marshal Foch, now in America, 
is stated tohave received an in- 
vitation from the Ku Klox Klan, 
B sociaty which long ago passed 
into fiction. but which bas been 
brought to light again by recent 
events.

CANTON’S LUXURY TAX. 


— 


An Official Statement. 

We are indebted to tha Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs, (Canton, for 
the following official statement 
regarding the loxury tax on wines 
and tobagca: 

L It will be remembered that 
before the imposition af the luxury 
tax, in the form of stamp duty, on 
cigars, cigarettes, and certain 
wines and spirits, a statement was 
issued by the Canton Information 
Bureau and published by the 
Canton Times in its issue of Sep- 

_ tember Sth last and by the foreign 
press elsewhere in China and in 
Hongkong. It pointed cut. the 
alarming dimensions that the 
habits of cigarette smoking and 
alcohol drinking were asspming in 
China, thus bidding fair to became 
successora to opiam smoking, the 
object of this Government in levy- 
ing the tax; and the fnct that other 
Governménts, e.g.- ‘the British, 
American, Jepanese, and, nearer 
home, Hongkong, were imposing 
much higher duties on the same 
commodities, The Government 
noticed with gratification that the 
genera] public, beth Chinese and 
foreign, received the tax favour- 


ably, Lee Oe 

2. Questions having now been 
raised by foreign interests in- 
directly affected by the tax as to 
its effect on treaties, it is deemed 
advisable, to remove possible mis- 
understanding, to examine the 
legal aspect of the tax with refer- 
ence to China's international 
obligations, - 


3. One fundamental principle 
governing the case must first be 
stated with all emphasis. It is 
that China is a sovereign and in- 
dependent state and, as such, may 
do any act she sees ft, unless she 
‘Yas contracted herself out of her 
rights 30 to do. In other words, 
she, may do anythicg which is not 
expressly prohibited by the 
treaties. Even the fact that for- 
eign interests are directly or in- 
directly afected is immaterial; she 
does nat have to show authority 
for her act, it is for those who ob 
ject to her act to quote treaty pro- 
visions to prove their case. This 
obvious principle is found stated, 
if it needs any statement. in the 
American, Commercial Treaty of 
1906: Articie 4: “Nothing in this 
article istintended ta interfere 
with the inherent right of China 
to levy such other taxes aa are 
not in conflict with its provisions.” 
Corollary to this principle is the 
one that where the wording of a 
treaty is ambiguoas, that interpre- 
tation is ta be adopted which lays 
leas burden on, and restricts to a 
less extent the acvereign rights of 
the nation under obligation. This 
generally accepted rule of in dubio 
mitizs igs not only good law buat 
als> good senae, because a con- 
tracting party is not to be presam- 
ed to have giver away more of his 
rights than what he actually says. 

4, With this premise establish. 
ed, it is now proposed to deal 
specifically with the objections 
raised against the tax both official- 
ly and unofficially in the press. 


5. Objections of the type that 
“the fax is illegal and cannot be 
legally enforced without receiving 
the consent of the foreign govern- 
ments in treaty relations with 
China” are obviously worthless but 
unfortsnately often seen in the 
press and sometimes even in of- 
ficial despatches. General and 
vague accusations without proof 
are no more valid against nations 
than against individuals. 

6. A more specific assertion is 
that foreign gcods, having paid 
an import duty and half of the 
import duty, “can take out transi* 
passes covering them from taxa- 
tion of all kinds whilst ex route 
to an ‘interior destination and 
after arrival there.” The correct- 
ness of this 2ssertion is conceded 
as far as the words “to an interior 
destination,” but is emphatically 
disputed as to the ‘words “and aftee 
their arrival there.” There is no 
treaty stipulation which can be 
quoted to show that China has 
surrendered her interent right to 
tax foreign gocds after trey have 
arrived ‘at their destination. It is 
sometimes attempted to quote, in 
support, .the British Treaty of 
1858, article 28, and the Japanese 
Treaty of 1895, article 10,: The 
point relied mpon in beth articles 
js the same, the latter, which is 
supposed te be 20 worded as to be 

most favourable to this point of 
view, says: 

All articles daly imported-into 
China by Japanese subjects or 
transported, subject to the exist. 
from Jepan shall, while being

tions af every nature and kind 
whatsoever, irrespective of the

-wessel in which the trassporta- 

tion is made, 

When it Is pointed ont, however, 
that ths exemption given in this 
article covers goods only “while 
being transported,” it “obviously 
haa nothing to do with coods after 
arrival at destination, so that ta 
quote this article against this 
Government only makes the case 
of this Government so much the 
stronger. 

ZA third charge levelled 
against this Government.ts that it 
has tarn up the Rules of Trade 
bas2d on article 26 of the British 
Treaty of 1858 It must be con- 
fessed that the argument is far 
fetched. That article provided for 
revised tariff duties and transi: 
dues. But it is not intended by 
this Government that either one be 
increased. 

S. Another treaty provision is 
also qrcted in the shape af article 
OT of the French Treaty ¢? 185%. 
This is a long article providing for 
3 tariff of imports and exports 
which is to be revised every seven 
years and for most-favoured-nation 
treatment. Presumably the pass- 
age deemed relevant to the case 
is the following: “By the payment 
sf thes: (tariff) duties, the amount 
of which it is expressly provided 
shall not be increased during the 
above mentioned period of seven 
years and which may not be aug- 
mented by any kind of charge or 
aurtax whatsoever, French sub- 
jects may inpart into China from 
French or foreign ports and like 
wise export from China to any 
destination all goods which shall 
not be, at the date of the signing 
of the present treaty, and accord- 
ing to the classification cf the an- 
nexed tariff, the object of a special 

prohibition or special monopely.” 
This translation from the French 
text is not official but is suf- 
ficiently accurate). To say that 
this clause prohibits. China from 
levying a luxury taxafter French 
goods have reached their place of 
destination neecssitates an inter- 
pretation which dces violence to} ¥ 
its plain meaning. The signers of 
the treaty meant that the customs 
tariff should be fixed and should 
not be incressed hy any charges 
or surtaxes (e.g, the recent famine 
suttax, had it been without con- 
sent of the Powers). They did not 
mean anything else. H the violent 
interpretation were to be adopted, 
then even transit dues would be 
considered illegal, which is ob- 
viogsly absurd. Furthermore, 
such an interpretation does viol- 
ence to the printiple already em- 
phasized that a state can not be 
deprived of its sovereign rents 
by ere implication. 

. Articls, 6 of the General Re- 
glans for British Trade of 
1843 has also been relied upon as 
argument. It’ is unnecessary to 
ge into this article in view of the 
fact that these Regulations have 
been abrogated. 

10. Tre 9th article ‘of ‘the 
Japanese Treaty of 1896 has like- 
wise been pressed into service. 
The passage that “all articles, the 
iraportation or exportation of 
which is not expressly Hmited or 
prohibited by the Tariffs and 
Tariff Rules existing between 
China and the Western Powers, 
mav be freely.imported into and 
exported from China, subject only 
ta the payment of the stipulated 
import or export duties” evidently 
is on the same lines az the French 
Treaty above discussed and is no 
more applicable than it to the case 
under discussion. 

11. This list exhausts all the 
treaty provisions which have been 
invoked against this Government 
up to che present. It may be re- 
marked that the wide range and 
diversity of the treaties called into 
service and the lack of unanimity, 
even in foreign. official circles 
(antil the Diplomatic Corps_.in 
Peking made an official and 
authoritatré selectfon), a3 to-what 
chapter ahd verse Shobldbe quot. 
ed? show that it is- TA easy to prove 
thet-- this-Gévernment.. has been 
solicitous, of its treaty. obligations. 

12, An‘tbjection of a different 
kind is that the tax isa discrimina- 
tion agajost fa certain class of im- 
ports --af * 1% ‘particular country. 
That this objection is invalid is at 
once evident when it is known that 
cigars and cigarettes are imported 
from more than one country, like- 
wise, wines, beers and spirits. It 
fs mot even a diserimination 
agninst .foreign’ goods because 
there are large and flourishing 
Chinese manufacturers of cigar- 
ettes and wines.

When Sir. J. L. Mackay was com- 
missioned by the British Guvern- 
ment tg negotiate a new commercial 
treaty with China ja 1008, one of his 
prigeipal objects was to find a solu. 
tion for this vexed question. The 
objection of the Powers was not 80 
rane’ te the taxation itself as to the 
manner in which the taxes were 
levied and the uncertainties of their 
amount, After several months of 
protracted negotiations, China 
agreed to accept @ castums surtax 
of one and a half times the import 
duty “to compensate for the aboli- 
tion of likin, of ‘transit dues in hiev 
of likin, and of aff otter tacutivn on 
the réason being that 
the Chinese Government recognised 
thas “the system of levying likin and 
other dues on goods at the place of 
production, in transit, and at 
destination impedes the free ciz- 
culation af commodities and injures 
the interests of trade.’ Similar 
previsiuns were inserted in the 
American and Japanese Treaties. 
There was, however. a stipulation in 
each of these treaties that these pro 
visions were to coule into effect only 

when all the other Powers had ac- 
cepted the ‘same engagements. Se 
far, the other Powers have not 
aed. ther acceptance: hence 
visions remain in abeyance 

and. China stands in the same post 
She ‘can exercise 
her inherent right to levy transit 
dues in lieu of likin the rate of

It is, for exam- 
ple, well known that some countries 
impose a‘luxury tax or tare de luce 
on imported articles although they 
are admitted into the country under 
a conventional tariff. China, in thi 
respect, is in no different position 
from that of those countries.
